New Theatre in Lawrence. 


Andover people will be interested in 
the plans for a new theatre which is 
soon to be built in Lawrence. 

A description appears in the Lawrence 
papers as follows: 

Peter Sweeney, who has in charge 
the building of the new theatre, 
said Wednesday that he was unable 
to give a complete description of the 
structure, as the plans were not fin- 
ished, nor would they be for a 
month or so. 

Mr. Sweeney did, however, give 
the following facts and figures con- 
cerning the buildings: 

There are to be twe separate 
buildings, a business block, 60x73, 
five stories high. This wil: be for 
stores and office only and _ will face 
Hampshire street. 

In the rear of this, and having its 
main‘entrance through upon the 
ground floor of this building will be 
the theatre itself. This will be 130 
feet in depth, with a width of 78 
feet. 

There will be double boxes on 
each side of the stage, anda balcony 
with gallery above. 

There will be exits on the alley 
and Methuen street sides of the 
theatre and the gallery entrance 
will be from Methuen street. ‘he 
seating capacity will be 1600.
